2. Claim 9 (renumbered claim 2 for allowance), meets the "tied-to or transformation" test 
(see the May 15, 2008 memorandum issued by Deputy Commissioner for Patent Examining 
Policy, John J. Love, titled Clarification of "Processes" 1 under 35 U.S.C. § 101) required for
